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Glendening Proposes Billion 
Dollar Budget, Tax Hikes

Prince Georges County Executive Parris Glendening 
has submitted to the County Council the first billion dollar 
proposed county budget. The budget request of the Prince 
Georges Board of Education is fully funded in Glendening s 
budget and 55 police officers and 30 firefighters are proposed 
to be added to the present county forces. The bad news is 
that County residents will be paying higher taxes and the 
level of expenditure for many county services will be cut. 
Although submitted before the °i the year but for the past four 


legislature had concluded its ses¬ 
sion, the budget was based upon 
the county being able to increase 
its piggy-back income tax levy 
on the state income tax from 
50% to 60%, an increase of 
20%. The state legislature, dur¬ 
ing its overtime session, did au¬ 
thorize the county to make such 
an increase, if it chooses to do 
so. 

If approved by the County 
Council, the income tax increase 
will be for calendar year 1992 
and taxpayers will have to adjust 
their withholdings to pay the 
extra tax not only for the rest 
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On April 21, County Execu¬ 
tive Parris Glendening advis¬ 
ed the County Council that he 
had revised the County bud¬ 
get following actions taken by 
the state legislature in the re¬ 
cently completed session. The 
budget will be increased by 
$5.5 million to $1,023,320,379. 
The added funds will be used 
to increase the size of 'the 
Police Department by another 
25 officers bringing the total 
additions proposed to 80; to 
add 20 correctional officers; 
and to allocate $2.5 million 
as an offset to lessen the im¬ 
pact on municipall taxpayers 
from reductions in the Muni¬ 
cipal Tax Differential. 

At this time no decision has 
been announced as to how the 
$2.5 million will ibe used to 
relieve the impact of tax dif¬ 
ferential reductions. It is ex¬ 
pected that the money will be 
utilized to reduce the amount 
of increase in the County pro¬ 
perty tax projected for many 
of itihe taxpayers residing in 
municipalities. The initial 
county budget had proposed a 
14 cent tax rate increase for 
property within Greenbelt. 
The added funds in this sup¬ 
plemental budget could re¬ 
duce (the amount of that in¬ 
crease by as much as 9 cents. 
Glendening has clearly stated, 
however that this reduction 
in the proposed county tax 
rate is possible only if his 
proposal (to increase the in¬ 
come (tax surtax by 20% is 
authorized by the County 
Council. 

At present, only budget 
summaries (have been made 
available. The complete bud¬ 
get is expected to be available 
Mlay 1. The County Council 
plans to adopt the budget on 
May 27. 


months as well. The increase is 
expected to bring in $33.9 mil¬ 
lion dollars of which $214 mil¬ 
lion will fund expenditures in 
the new budget and $12.4 million 
has been reserved to replace cuts 
in state aid for the remainder 
of the current fiscal year. 

Tax Increase 

For Greenbelt, Glendening’s 
budget proposal could mean an 
increase in the property tax rate 
of 14 cents per $100/assessed 
valuation—from $1.89 to $2.03. 
Since the re-assessment of prop¬ 
erty last year increased Green¬ 
belt property values, the state 
has advised that a county tax 
rate of $1*79 would yield the 
same dollar amount of taxes for 
the new fiscal year as the $1.89 

Glendening has actually pro¬ 
posed a county-wide tax rate 
reduction of 7 cents. Of this, 15 
cents is the result of reduced 
debt service costs for debt in¬ 
curred prior to TRIM. The other 
6.5 cent cut anticipated that the 
state would assume responsibil¬ 
ity for the payment of debt on 
outstanding Washington Subur¬ 
ban Transit Commission (MET¬ 
RO) bonds. Apparently this as¬ 
sumption of debt was approved 
by the legislature. 

The county property tax rate 
for Greenbelt property owners 
will rise, however, because the 
tax differential for Greenbelt is 
being reduced from 59 cents to 
38 cents, a 21 cent decrease. The 
tax differential is provided as 
a reduction to the general coun¬ 
ty tax rate to recognize that 
the county does not provide some 
services to Greenbelt which it 
does provide to other areas of 
the county because these services 
are provided by the city. The 
tax differential is based upon a 
formula agreed to by the county 
and its municipalities in 1983. 
County officials attribute the 
reduction in the differential to 
the reduced level of county ex¬ 
penditures in those services for 
which the differential is pro¬ 
vided. 

Bulk of Funding 

"Reflecting a clear consensus 
on spending priorities, educa¬ 
tion and public safety will re¬ 
ceive the bulk of funding in this 
proposed budget,” Glendening 
advised the County Council. A 
$24.2 million increase over fis¬ 
cal year 1992 is proposed. The 
total budget is $598 8 million or 
58% of the total county budget 
and is predicated on the state 
funding education at levels ap¬ 
proved by the House of Delegates 
prior to the budget submitted. 
The budget provides for the full

funding of APEX (a state deter¬ 
mined funding formula based 
upon number of students) at an 
increase of $29.7 million and a 
$5 million increase in magnet 
aid. 

Glendening advises that 25 of 
the new police officers will be 
used to increase the county's 
Community Oriented Policing 
efforts. Even though the number 
of personnel will be increased, 
the budgets for police and fire 
will be reduced over the current 
year’s approved level by 5.1% 
and 7*1% respectively. 

Except for debt service, defi¬ 
cit reduction (the county had an 
$80 million deficit in FY1991 
and had to temporarily borrow 
$60 million) and education, 
county spending has been re¬ 
duced by $12.2 million. Even so, 
total county expenditures for its 
General Fund are budgeted at 
$1,017*8&Q*0QQ> an increase over 
the current budget of 3 4%. 

Reduced Work Force 

Glendening notes that the 
county has had to reduce its 
work force by over 1300 persons 
and that employees had to give 
up pay increases over a two year 
period of $20 million. They also 
suffered a 3.8% further loss of 
pay as a result of furloughs. 

"Our County Government to¬ 
day is much different than years 
past,” Glendening states. "We 
are a leaner organization. Work¬ 
ing with our citizens and em¬ 
ployees, we have taken the op¬ 
portunity presented by this fis¬ 
cal situation to reassess the mis¬ 
sion of government, strengthen 
our operations and develop crea¬ 
tive approaches to service de¬ 
livery. The Proposed Budget * • . 
begins to move our County out 
of the economic chaos of the 
last year into a period when we 
can begin to stabilize govern¬ 
ment services.” 

Bay Bridge Walk

Parking Scofflaws Beware, 
You Might Get the Boot!!

Greenbelters have two months to get ready to partici¬ 
pate in, or to avoid, the city’s new enterprise to balance the 
budget by raising vehicular fines. On July 1 two new ordin¬ 
ances will go into effect that are expected to raise munici¬ 
pal revenues. Both were approved by the city council at a 
regular meeting on April 20. 


In the past our readers have 
gotten by with a mere $10 fine 
for a routine parking violation. 
They are herewith forewarned 
that after July X such fines will 
be doubled to $20. 

Even more worthy of notice 
will be the change for the fine 
charged for parking in a fire 
lane or adjacent to a fire hy¬ 
drant. That was also only $10; 
in the future it will cost $50. 
City Manager Daniel Hobbs has 
predicted that this particular 
upping of parking fines will 
generate more than $50,000 a 
year, a substantial increase in 
revenue to be used by the Police 
Department — presumably to 
hire more cops to place more 
tickets on vehicles violating the 
ordinance. 

Forget to pay on time? That 
an additional $5 
after 10 days. Now the extra 
charge will be $10 after 15 days, 
$25 after 30 days. 

Booting the Scofflaws 

Of course a few scoundrels 
have always tried to get by with¬ 
out paying up at all. Under the 
second ordinance, also to go into 
effect on July 1, they may find 
themselves in a heap of trouble 
if their vehicle is found on a 
city street. The language of the 
ordinance is civilized: it states 
that the city “wishes to dis¬ 


courage those operating automo¬ 
biles in the city from withhold¬ 
ing payment” and that it "wish¬ 
es to encourage those who re¬ 
ceive parking tickets to pay those 
tickets as promptly as possible.” 

Some encouragement! 

Any unattended vehicle parked 
on a city street which has re¬ 
ceived more than 10 parking vio¬ 
lation notices may be "immo¬ 
bilized” by a "boot” — one of 
those ugly devices attached to 
a wheel that makes it impossi¬ 
ble to drive away. To get the 
"boot” removed, the unfortunate 
owner must pay a special fee of 
$35. But that’s after all the 
unpaid fines and all the late fees 
have also been paid. That should 
be quite a help to the city’s 
budget. 

An ominous section is added 
to the end of the new ordinance 
on booting: "The City shall not 
be liable for any damage to the 
motor vehicle” by use of the 
boot, nor for any damage to the 
vehicle caused by "actions of the 
owner or any other person at¬ 
tempting to remove the device 
or operate such motor vehicle 
with such device attached.” 

Of course if all Greenbelt 
drivers turn virtuous after July 
1, the city budget will run a 
deficit. It seems that either way 
some taxpayers are going to 
lose.

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Not Open Forum 

On behalf of the Boaj-d of 
Directors of Greenbelt Hermes, 
Inc., I wish to clarify the action 
taken to limit participation at 
the April 2 work session to mem¬ 
bers of the Board, Audit Com¬ 
mittee, Ad Hoc Woodlands Com¬ 
mittee, GHI management and 
Maryland Department of Natur¬ 
al Resources.

Unanimity 
Not Persuasive? 

Last year, at the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. meeting, a member 
petition to grant a conservation 
easement on GHI-owned wood¬ 
lands was tabled.

(one assumes: their options to 
cut down trees), 

GHI members are stewards of 
more than a housing cooperative. 
As owmers of 82.5 acres of for¬ 
est, we are stewards of a piece 
of the planet in its elemental 
form. Please, fellow members, 
do the right thing. Vote for the 
easement.

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Sleepout to Focus 
Help for Homeless 

by Janet Parker 

At a recent meeting in the 
Greenbelt Library the Gray Pan¬ 
thers of Prince Georges County 
heard disturbing statistics con¬ 
cerning the homeless in the 
county. According to Mosi Har- 
ington of the Community Minis¬ 
try of Prince Georges County, 
which takes calls of those need¬ 
ing emergency housing, for the 
year ending in June of 1991, 
9.228 people needed shelter; 7,011 
were turned away because of the 
lack of facilities. In the month 
of August it was impossible to 
accommodate 94% of the chil¬ 
dren needing shelter. 

Harrington stated further: In 
the county there are no home¬ 
less advocacy services or low- 
income organizations for hous¬ 
ing with paid staff. The space 
available for families in the 
Prince Georges County Family 
Shelter has been cut from 17 
to 12 families. 

Prince Georges County has a 
budget of one billion dollars, of 
which one-tenth of one percent 
goes for sheltering the homeless. 

On May 8 there will be a 
“sleep-out to call attention to the 
plight of the homeless and to 
raise money.” Greenbelter Tony 
Pisano, a member of the Gray 
Panthers, has volunteered to par¬ 
ticipate in the “sleep-out.” In¬ 
dividual Gray Panthers have 
pledged to support Pisano's en¬ 
deavors. He would like to hear 
from others also willing to 
pledge.
